* The only asset the Committee is liquidating is its email list. Five copies of the list are being 
sold in order to settle a total of $750,000.00 in outstanding Committee debts, but the full value of 
the list itself has been estimated to be only $150,000.00. 

Last year, the Committee contacted Daines Goodwin & Co and discussed the settlement of the 
Committee's debt. The creditor orally agreed to forgive the debt, and stated that it would 
complete the Form 8 Part II and return it to the Committee. When the Committee did not receive 
the Form, it contacted the creditor again, and was again assured that the debt had been settled, 
and that the Form would be sent. The Committee has still not received the Form, and all further 
attempts to contact the creditor have failed. Consistent with the creditor's oral agreement, the 
Committee is treating this debt as settled, and is including it in Part II of this amended filing.
